They arc substantially correct at the present date, but in some cases 
slightly differ in consequence of changes in the letting of glebe lands ; in one case (Ardstraw), 
there is a considerable rise, according to a recent valuation, but, as the Commissioners believe, it 
is still disputed by the incumbent, they consider it better to state the gross value, as given in 
Stackpoole.

RETURN from the Bursar of the College. 

The Royal College of St. Patrick, Maynooth, is erected on land held in perpetuity, 
containing 123 a. 1 R. 28 p., statute measure, for which the college pays the annual rent of 
194/. 10°. 6-d. The college also, as tenant at will, holds a farm from his Grace the 
Duke of Leinster, containing 218 a. 0 R. 4 r., statute measure, paying a rent of 300 Z. per 
annum. 

The only land from which the college receives any rent is the Dunboyne Estate, 
containing 438 A. 0 r. 35 P., statute measure, let under fee-farm grant at the gross annual 
rent of 461 Z. 18 s. 2 d. The net rent received varies with the taxes, and may be taken 
at an average of 420 Z. per annum. Griffith’s valuation of this property is 479 Z. 10 s. 

There are no rooms or apartments let in the college, and therefore no revenue from that 
source. . 

With the exception of chapels, lecture-halls, refectories, kitchen, stores, offices, and the 
necessary lodgiug for domestic servants, the entire college is occupied by president, officers, 
professors, and students. None of these parties pay anything for the accomodation afforded. 
An estimate of its value has never been made, and is liable to vary with the point of view 
from which it is considered. 

The professors or lecturers derive no income from the students of the college. 

There are no fines levied in the college, and the only fees are those payable by students 
at entrance, 8 Z. 8s. each. The sum received for such fees in year ended 31st March 1867, 
amounted to 680 Z. 8 s., and the average receipts under this head for the last seven years, 
766 Z. 16 s. per annum. 

The college park, garden and pleasure grounds contain 41 A. 1 E. 1 P., statute measure, 
estimated at the annual value of the rent previously stated. 

The n umb er of students registered on 1st day of January 1868 was 524.
